A Manual Training Iif»H!*in. 

Subject — Th« carpenter's claw 
) hammer. Purpose — To terrch the 

, ' practical uses of the hammer, the 

principles underlying its uses, and 
the principles of its construction. 
Method — To induce observation 
and the exercise of reason and 
judgment by directing the pupilsj 
effort and by judicious question- 
ing, and to impart information 
which the pupil may not be able 
to discover for himself. 

It was the writer's intention to 
arrange this lesion in the form of 
question and answer, but such an 
arrangement occupies so much 
space that he decided to present 
the matter which would be de- 
veloped in class work in a more 
compact form. The phraselogy 
implies that what is here written 
would be given as information. 
Such, however, is not the case. 
By far the greater portion would 
be drawn from the pupil as indi- 
cated under the heading — Method. 

The members of the class are 
in their respective places at the 
4| work benches with the carpenter's 
claw hammer in their hands. 

The hammer is a tool used gen- 
erally for striking. There are 
various kinds of hammers. Each 
trade or occupation requires a 
hammer especially adapted to the 
character of the work to be done, 
as you will discover by observing 
mechanics at" work. You have it) 
your hand a carpenter's claw-ham- 
mer. This hammer is used for 
striking, nails principally, and also 
for drawing nails. There are two 
principal parts, the "handle"' and 
the "head." The handle is 
made of hard wood and the head 
of metal. The thick portion of 
the handle is called the "hold." 
the thin portion the "neck." 
The form of the handle across its 
length is elliptical. The handle 
is curved slightly in its length. 
This shape is given so that one 
may take a firm grasp of it when 
striking. The smallness of the 
neck permits the handle to spring 
slightly and thus to prevent a 
jarring of the hand when striking 
* a heavy blow. The metal used in 
the head is steel. Steel is a fine 
quality of iron which may be 
hardened. Ordinary iron is too 
soft for a hammer, it would soon 
become bruised and misshapened 
and be unfit for use. The head 



has an opening through it called 
the "eye." The eye is larger at 
the end of the handle than it is 
where the handle enters the head. 
Metal wedges are driven to as to 
spread the end of the handle and 
make it rill the eye. This pre- 
vents the head from flying off the 
handle while it is in use. The 
striking part of the hammer is 
called the "lace." Some ham- 
mers have a flat face. This one 
has a curved face which gives the 
name "ball-faced" to it. The 
opposite end of the head is called 
the "claw." It is divided into 
two parts called "claws," which 
are separated so as to admit nails 
of various sizes, and curved both 
lengthwise and crosswise so as to 
prevent marring the surface ol 
lumber when a- nail is drawn. 
The claws catch under the head of 
a nail which is partially above the 
surface into which it is driven. 
When pressure is applied to the 
end of the handle the nail is 
drawn. The handle acts as a 
lever, the head acts as both lever 
and fulcrum. Carpenter's ham- 
mers vary in size. This is a num- 
ber 2, number 1 is larger ar.d 3 is 
smaller. 

To hold a hammer grasps the 
■ handle at the hold with the right 
I hand, the thumb of that hand 
j extended along the top of the 
i handle with the end of the thumb 
! po nting toward the head. The 
I thumb is placed thus to assist in 
guiding the hammer and to help 
to increase the force of the blow. 
There are three kinds of blows 
which may be struck with a ham- 
mer, light blows, medium blows 
i and heavy blows, A light blow 
is struck by bending the wrist 
I which raises the arm upward in 
I lifting the hammer and downward 
I in delivering the blow, it is used 
I when driving small nails. The 
medium blow requires the bend- 
ing of the wrist and the elbow 
joints, which lifts the hammer 
higher, and a straightening or a 
partial straightening of the arm in 
delivering the blow. The heavy 
blow requires the combined action 
of wrist, elbow and shoulder 
joints in raising the hammer and 
in striking the blow. You ma/ 
now strike several light blows up- 
on the 1 lock of wood before you, 
also sev II medium blows, and a 
few hard or heavy blows. 

You may now take a small wire 
nail, a 4 penny, and drive half its 
length into the edge ot the block 
in the vise. Then draw the nail 
out with the hammer, observing 
the action of the hammer. Re 
peat the driving and drawing sev- 
eral times.
